1 . This communication is in response to the decision of the Board of Patents Appeals dated 
03 August 2004. Claims 1-33 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-33 are allowed for the reasons stated herein below. 

3. The prior art of record (Dunn US Pat. No. 5,945,987) and (Williams US Pat. No. 
6,157.411) teaches a "link". 

Even though, the prior art of record teaches a "linked" as discussed on page 7, but failed 
to teach the "linked" limitation requiring that each selectable identifier have its own unique 
instructions" and on page 8 "instructions linked to the identifier" of the decision of the Board of 
Appeals dated 03 August 2004. For these reasons claims 1, 6, 1 1, 13, 15, and 28 are deemed to 
be allowable over the prior art of record, and claims 2-5, 7-10,12, 14, 16-27, and 29-33 are 
allowed by dependency.
